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1. The Italian organization, Italcop,* offered to various firms in Rome 100,000 
tons of barley for sale in Italy and possibly France. The barley was of Soviet 
origin, had a hectoliter weight of 59 to 60 (I:Llograns?), vas packed “alla 
rinfuse," that is, unpacked or loose, and vas offered at 34.30 Italian lire 
per IcLlogram for Italy ¢c.i.f. Mediterranean port, and 20.20 French ‘cranes per 
ItLlogrem for France c.i.f, Mediterranean port. It wes offered for prompt 
delivery. Italcop suggested that the firns mark the barley aa of North Afri- 
cen origin (Algiers or Tunis). The prices are about 20 per cent below the 
Itelian and from 15 to 17 per cent below the l'rench wholesale prices. 


2, <Italcop has Gi alee est-blished a branch Imown as the Orient Trading Cor- 
poration, a% 46. Via Tevere, Rone, the purnose of which is annarently to nain~ 
tain contact ith the trade department of the Soviet Imbassy in Rone. The 
first transaction of this firm involved 50,000 tons of armonium sulphate of 
British origin, with a coefficient of 20 ~ 21 per cent, which was delivered 
to the USSR at an F.0.B. price of 22 pounds sterling per ton. The acceptance 
port is Lubeck, and delivery is to be acco plished over a six-month period in 
nonthly portions of from 6,000 to 9,000 tons. The transaction was arranged 
through the Italian representative of a larce British chenical firm of unknowm 
identity.
